o ¢ of which was fent forward with the Prifoners, while 
the other (laid behind, that in cafe they were purfued,

{troy their Frifoners, and make their Efcape. It isadded, 
thatthey were informed that 6co French and Indians 
were igen pafling by Stockbridge towards New-England. 
Upon thefe Advices, the General Affembly had made 
Provifions for fome new Fortitications to be erected on 


their Frontiers, and for fubfitting a proper Number of 


Men to be fent thither immediately, and the two Inde- 
pendent Companies of his Majeity’s Forces potted in 
New-York, had received his Excellency’s Orders to go 
to Albany, for which Purpofe two Sloops were taken 
wp, and the neceflary Stores put on board, and were ex- 
pected to embark as next Day; and as the Enemy had be- 
gun the inhuman Practice of Scalping, the General Af- 
fembly had g'ven Orders for a Bill to be brought in, by 
Way of Retaliation, according to the Law of Nations 
and of War, for allowing a Bounty of 101. for the Scalp 
of every Male above 16 Years old, and 201. for every 
Prifoner; for every Male Scalp under that Ageg 1. and 
for a Prifoner 10 1. which Bounty is to extend as well 
to thofe taken before the paffing of the Bill as after. 

According to various Letters from the North, ground- 
ed upon particular Informations from Officers in the Ar-

—— Let us fee then what Bafinefs, ] mean in the mili- 
tary Way, we have upon our Hands, aud what hasbeen 
our Lois and Gain in the i¢veral Branches of it fince we 
began. 

The feventh Year is now runing on fince we engaged 
ina War with Spain againtt the Senf of the Miniltry. 
It might have been again{t the Senf: of the People too, 
in all probability, if they bad forefeen how it would be 
»condudted. Our Merchants had futtered greatly in their 
\ American Trade, from illegal Captures made by the Spa- 
nith Guarda Coftas. Application had been made, with- 
out Effet, for Redrefs. They had a natural Right toa 
free Trade with our own Plantations, and Treaties bore 
them outin their Claim toa Right of Property in the 
Logwood Country, whereas they were deemed contra- 
band Traders for only endeavouring to cat and bring off 
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the V'yod, 

At the fame time we had a profitable Trade with Old 
Spain, which we had no Mind to Joie: But the Queftion 
was, * Whether it would not be better fur a fhort time 
* to fufpend this Trade, in order to f.ttle by the Sword 
* the difputed Points (fince it could be no otherways 
* done) than to fuffer the Encroachments and Violen- 
* ces that were continvally committed to increafe upon 
‘us, till this haughty Nation acquired a Kind of pre- 
* {criptive Right from our Tamenefs and Forbearance? 
———-]t was anfwered in the Affirmative by the People, 
and the Minifiers were obl'ged to fubmit. 

Nobody among us imagined, that a War with Spain 
“could be ofany long Duration. We had nothing todo, 
in our own Opinion, but to chaftife them a little, in or- 
der to bring them to Reafon: And the effectual Way to 
do this wasto intercept their Trade from Mexico and 
Peru, and poflefs or dettroy fome of their principal A- 
merican Poris. The Spaniards, we have Keafon to be- 
lieve, were themfelves of the fume Opinion, unlefs they 
had a better Underftanding with the Great Man in Power 
than was generally fufpe€ted. They knew, we knew, 
all the World knew, that ftopping the Courfe of their 
Remittances froin America, mutt very foon reduce the 
Spaniards to our own Conditions, the Conditions of 
making with us a more advantageous and explicit Trea- 
tyot Commerce. This was all the People wanted, and 
this they had a Right to expeét. But Somebody 
thought otherwife: It was the Merchants War, and thole 
Sturdy Beggars fhould have enough of it. 

Mr. Vernon, plain honeft Gentleman, though in Em- 
ployment, was 10 weak as to think with the Bulk of the 
Peopic. He had it immediately in his Head to get Pof- 
ieflion of Porto Bello, Carthagena, Vera Cruz, anda 
few other Flaces, that were the common annual Marts 
of a]! that immenfe Wealth which was afterwards cir- 
culated by Spain about Europe. He had before publick- 
ly taid, that the firft of thefe Places he would venture to 
take with /rx SA:ps ozly; and accordingly, with nomore 
than that Number, he paid it an unmamnerly Vifit, before 
the Spaniards there could have Intclligence of an a@ual 
Rupture. The Event our annual Rejoicings have ren- 
dered memorable. 

At Carthagena the Nation had not the like Succefs, 
whether through Sicknef$ or Diflention, bad Weather or 
bid Coaduédt, is a Point that was never perfe@ly deter- 
mined: But the Fleet, every body allows, did the Parr 
affigned it, tothe great Credit of the Admiral, and the 
Officers and Sailors ingeneral: They demolithed all the 
Forts, Jaid the Harbour open, and contributed whatever 
was in their Power for effectuating the Rett. 

Had the War been carried on in this Manner by two 
or three Fleets, swith cach a fufficicnt Namber of Land 
Forces on board, no Body doubts that a Peace with 
Spain had been procured before 1742; that all the Ad- 
vantages for which our Envoys and Commiffiries had 
fo long contefted, would have been made facred to us 
by a folemn Treaty: But it was thought proper to flacken 
our Hands, aud let the War live while our Merchants 
ftarved ! 

Methinks I hear fomebody ask, ‘ What does the Man 
‘mean? The War with Spain! Why it has not been 





mientioned for at teaft thefe two Years. What Effeés 
have we feen of it, except when one of our Privateers 
has now and then picked up a ftraggling Ship? Our 
Men of War, indeed, have {topped here and there one 
of the Spanifh Tranfports in their Way to Italy: But 
of that 1 take the lefs Notice, becaufe we are Auxilia- 
ries to the Queen of Hungary and the King of Sardinia, 
whofe Cauie feems to be here chiefly fought; and it is 
well known we were always good Auxiliaries, let 
whit will. become of our own Affairs.’
